In order that all 
the people may better understand 
the situation a West Virginia Kdu 
cation Week has been order by the 
Stmte IH* part men t of Schools for Oc¬ 
tober 29 November 3, 1922 The 
slogan of this campaign Is “No llllt 
eracy In West Virginia Irt 1928 " 
Also It is Intended to emphasize the 
necessity for getting more students 
into high school and college. Improve 
ment of the teaching force of the 
state, letter buildings and equipment 
and the equalization of educational 
opportunities as between the city and 
Lite country. Where It is possible, 
teachers should arrange for at least 
one meeting. Possibly, an arrange 
ment might be made for a Parents 
Meeting where local ministers and 
community leaders cculd discuss some 
phase of West Virginia's many edu¬ 
cational problems.
